The government agent de- 
clined to give the name of his principal 
but assured Pico he was connected 
with the bourse and desired simply to 
depress the market.

phalt, But Property Owners ,

Warsaw. Ind., July 12.—In adjourned 


session Monday afternoon the Warsaw" 
city council declared In favor oft as-' 
phalt for all of the streets to be paved.

letter of Emperor William to Presi- 
dent Madriz. of Nicaragua. 
Reports 


have reached 
Berlin that attempts 


were being made in America to con- 
strue this letter as an endorsement by 
the emperor of the Madriz party. 


The statement follows: 
NsMadri* gave notice of his election 
upon undertaking the presidency, to 
the emperor, 
in the usual 
written 


form. 
The customary 
formal reply 


was prepared by the foreign office. 
It 


was not an autograph letter, but -was 
simply signed by the emperor. The 
address "Great and good friend," was 
in accordance with ofBcial courtesy. 
Any intervention by Germany In Nic- 
araguan affairs neither followed nor 
is intended. Germany neither sought 
nor designs to seek a coaling station. 
Rumors of Germany's Intention toward 
the Galapagos islands 
are equally 


without foundation, as are all sugges- 
tions that the German government has 
in any wise modified the cultivation of 
friendly relations toward the United 
States." 
The emperor's letter was dated April 


26 and said: 


•"I am Informed by your letter of the 


27th of December of last year that 
your excellency was elected president 
of the republic by the merited confi- 
dence of your fellow citizens and that 
your excellency entered upon your 
most honorable duties on the 21st of 
that'month." 


An expression of the usual diplo- 


matic good wishes 'and desire for the 
cultivation of good relations between 
the two countries followed.

Rate Boost by Railroads 


Running Out of Gotham 


to Be Passed On. 


Washington, July 12.—The consider- 


ation of a serious question Involving 
the interests of 250.000 peftple and of 
practically all of the railway lines op- 
erating out of New York city, is to be 
taken up by the interstate commerce 
commission today. In concrete form 
this question Is whether the commis- 
sion has jurisdiction over commuta- 
tion passenger rates of the lines, not 
only In New Tork city and vicinity, but 
also throughout the country.

ing Accident. 


Fred W. Schultz had his right arm 


broken two inches above the wrist and 
two inches below the elbow at 2:30

SUPT. M'KIM'S STATEMENT. 


Addraiui Letter to Firemen Who are 


Voting on Strike. 


To All Firemen 


Service: 


In Train and Tard 


The company having been advised by 


representatives of the nremen that a 
etrlke -vote Is now being takan, and In 
order that there may be no mistake as 
to the Issue, it seems proper to state, 
for the benefit of the employes, that so 
far as wages and -conditions are con- 
cerned, the firemen on the Pennsylva- 
nia lines now enjoy all the privileges 
In these respects that are enjoyed by 
the nremen on any road east o£ Chi- 
cago. 
In connection with tho 6 per cent ad- 


vanoe on April 1st last special adjust- 
ments of firemen's wages were made, 
so that the advance to that class of em- 


amounted to about 7 per cent. 


Later oft, when the various adjust- 
ments were made on other eastern 
roads, a further advance was made on 
the Pennsylvania lines, and the In- 
dividual trip or service of every man 
carefully gone over, so that the wages 
and conditions of every fireman on the 
Pennsylvania lines nre now fully as 
high as puld on any other eastern road, 
and In many cases much higher. 


In order that the employes may un- 


derstand the position of the company 
•with regard to Its policy of having 
matters first taken up by tho men with 
their Immediate superiors. It should 
k>e explained that there has been no 
^^•r change whatovi-r In the .company's 


policy In this respect, and that thi' i-m- 
plnyes In all other departments have 
followed tho company's rule, and even 
In this Instance thi- representatives of 
the firemen have stated to the officers 
or the company that they :iro not rais- 
ing the Issue at present, anil have In- 
dicated that they propose In conform 
to the policy of the company, but be- 
lieve that the general manager should 
aee them In this Instance because they 
ifeel that they havo really complied 
?wlth the company's policy except for 
a. technicality, and thnt therefore the 
company should waive Its rule In this 
case, the grounds for their contention 
|belng that all tho matters contained In 
their petition of March. 1910, have fit 
one tlma or another been discussed by 
ithem with the supnrlntendents. To on 
^extent this of course is true, because 
the questions raised by the committees 
are always questions covering wages 
or conditions affecting 
wages, and 


these same questions in one form or 
another arc always at Issue between 
[the men and the ec .ipany on every 
[railroad. It will readily he seen, how- 
fever, that once having been taken up 
!and discussed, appealed In the regular 
•way, and a definite answer having been 
|«iven by the final authority, there 
i must be some point where the Issue is 
i terminated, 
otherwise 
all 
matters 
| would be continuously open and thero 


j "would never be an occasion for tho 
(men to go to their superintendents. 


This point -was recognized hy the 


federal mediation commissioners when 
the matter was before them in Decem- 
ber, 1908, and In order that there might 
be no further question so far as the 
employes of the Pennsylvania lines 
were 
concerned, the commissioners 


recommended that a flxed limit for ap- 
peal be specified and also a flxed limit 
within which answers would be given 
to petitions in the first Instance. This 
was arranged and instructions issued 
In January, 1909, that after a matter 
had been regularly taken up, appealed, 
and final answer given by the general 
manager. It would be closed unless 
taken up again in the regular way. and 
It was decided that the limit for ap- 
pealing any matters from one officer to 
another would be 90 days, and that the 
company would always give its answer 
within 60 days. This seems to be a 
reasonable "provision, and it certainly 
provides against any undue delay on 
-ither side, and while the representa- 
tives of the firemen are now contend- 
ing that they are really conforming to 
the policy of the company, as a mat- 
ter of fact' the records show that they 
have steadily refused to go to their 
superintendents, and have, clearly In- 
dicated in, their correspondence that 
they Intend to insist that all matters 
should be taken up with the general 
manager.

ADOPTED THE AMENDMENTS. 


Fort Wayne Federation of Labor Makes 


Some Change*. 


The proposed amendments to the 


constitution and by laws governing the 
Fort Wayno Federation of Labor were 
given a. third reading and adopted at 
the meeting last night, to become ef- 
fective In October. Among the most 
important of the amendments were 
several new offices and committees, 
some elective and others appointive. 
A olauae condemning child labor prac- 
tices, a provision that tho executive 
board •bould be comprised of the five 
highest officers of the organization, the 
election of an olllc«r to be known as 
a reading «lork, the appointment of a 
sanitary committee and a rule that 
nine members of the federation should 
comprise a quorum were «omo of the 
features of the amendments which met 
hearty approval. The federation gave 
tWJTsoment to the effort to build the 
Fort 
Wayne-Wlnona 
traction 
line, 


which was presented before tho body 
by E. G. Hoffman, but no action was 
taken on Labor Day further than to 
xtcn<3 tho time for the committee to 
rrport to the next meeting of the fed- 
eration. Tho attendance at tho meet- 
ing was good for mid-summer. 


The meeting of the Shop league 


managers tonight will be of special in- 
terest to teams composing it. for a 
number of protested games are to be 
disposed of. The decisions in this line 
may very materially change the stand- 
ing of some of the teams. There are 
five games to be decided and other 
matters will be discussed.

Thoroughly as I disapprove of strong 


skin bleaches, I find it necessary at 
times to give the formulas for some, 
because undoubtedly there are cases 
where their use is Justified. 
This I 


consider so rare that I think no wom- 
an should employ one without first 
consulting a physician, for a strong 
acid may make the skin worse than It 
was at first, and if there is any erup- 
tion, may cause a poison. 
No cos- 


metic containing mercury, for exam- 
ple, should «vcr be used when there Is 
the slightest skin eruption. 


Arsenic is a bleach, but It should be 


used rarely, and with great discrimina- 
tion. Under no circumstances should 
it be taken Internally, save on a physi- 
cian's prescription, for It is a deadjy 
poison. 


A bleach I can recommend is made 


from four grains of finely powdered 
arsenious acid, one ounce of pure rose 
water, an ounce of glycerine, and three 
gills of distilled water. 
It should be 


mixed by a chemist, no amateur hav- 
ing the proper vessels and stirring rod 


To use, a few drops poured Into i 


saucer should lie put on wjth a hit o 
old muslin. It may be applied twice a 
day and allowed to dry on. It Is pow 


erful and should be employed for only 
a short period of time. It Is poison If 
taken Internally. 


A milder bleach which, for constant 


use is more suited to sunburn and to 
allay exposure to the wind, is made 
from lettuce, the head of leaves being 
washed, put Into a porcelain or agate 
saucepan, crushed to extract a little 
moisture, and placed where It will heat 
slowly, to simmer gently until pulpy. 
It is then strained through cloth. It 
may be used by diluting with equal 
quantities of tincture of benzoin, put 
In when the lettuce Juice is cold, add- 
ing four times the amount of water 
It may be wiped over the face and 
throat freely. 


It acts as a bleach and an astringent. 
Stronger, and yet 
not 
equal to 


arsenical compositions is a lotion made 
from two drams of iodide of potassium, 
one ounce of glycerine, and one pint .of 
rain or distilled water. 
It must be 


thoroughly mixed, and may be wiped 
over the akin twice daily. It Is espe- 
ciail^ suited to blondes.

bleach, when constantly used, but be- 
cause it does not whiten the skin in a 
night, women are apt 
to think it 


worthless. Nevertheless 
if a 
fresh 


slice be rubbed over the face morning, 
noon, and night, after washing, allow- 
ng the juice to remain, the treatment 
will be beneficial, and it is simple.

Farmers this morning brought in re- 


ports that there was a good general 
rain over most all of Allen county dur- 
ing last night and that it will take only 
a few more such nights to make every- 
thing grow nicely. 
Corn looks much 


batter than it has for several weeks; 
some wheat is already being cut; and 
in some vicinities, the oats will be 
ready for cutting within a week. 


Prior to the rains of the last few 


days, however, ^farmers say the pros- 
pects were very- blue. Although only 
forty-seven hundredths of an inch fell 
during Tuesday, it was a great help. 
The rain of last night amounts to 
probably half an inch. This much at 
least fell over all ,the county, though 
one farmer said that on his way here 
from Sclpio township, he passed two 
spots where the dust still flew. 


Corn Now Two Weeks Late. 


The corn crop Is now two weeks late. 


A month ago it looked as if there 
w&uld be no corn crop, but within ths 
past week or so. the green- stalks have 
grown rapidly". The crop this season 
will hardly be up to the standard of 
this vicnlty, but local farmers feel 
very much encouraged when It is con- 
sidered that the corn over all-the west 
will be poor. Wheat crop also will be 
only fair, though some of It is being 
cut now. It Is In reality slightly ahead 
of the season, but the quality is not so 
'good and the matter of quantity is 
doubtful. 


In contrast to the reports from over 


most of the state of practically no oats 
crop, Allen county farmers are' count- 
ing on a good supply her*. The ground 
was thoroughly dried out during the 
spring so that there are practically no 
weeds to contend with, and this fact 
helps the oats a great deal. 
. 


Hay in .this part Is a big failure, 


however. The crop will be barely half 
a one, farmers saying that where last 
year they had ten loads, there will not 
be more than flvc this year.
